1228  BINKOLO  SALT  MONEY  Gibbs  writes:  “One  of  my  recent  discoveries  is  the 
BINKOLO  SALT  from  the  Northern  Province  of  Sierra  Leone.  This  is  made 
of  Native  salt  which  is  evaporated  from  the  sea  and  then  put  in  a reed 
basket  about  twenty-four  inches  (24")  in  length.  This  varies  by  a few  inches 
and  is  about  two  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter  (2 Vi").  The  salt  is  pounded 
in  very  hard  and  then  a bit  of  mud  is  used  to  seal  the  ends. 

Ten  of  these  is  the  price  paid  for  a woman.  At  that  time  of  marriage 
one  is  taken  for  soup.  This  has  a bearing  on  the  marriage  insofar  as  to  make 
known  that  anyone  partaking  of  the  soup  knows  of  the  marriage,  that  is, 
among  the  family  and  close  relatives.  In  any  case,  where  I have  collected  the 
articles,  whatever  they  may  be,  it  seems  that  the  article  is  only  something  to 
hold  the  bargain  together  and  it  is  not  the  only  thing  that  the  parents  of  the 
woman  get  for  her;  as,  after  a marriage  in  this  native  fashion,  the  groom 
is  obliged  to  work  very  hard  for  the  family  of  his  bride,  even  so  far  as  mak- 
ing their  farm  before  his  own  and  is  under  many  obligations  to  her  family 
that  he  would  not  be  if  he  bought  the  woman  in  the  currency  of  the  local 
government.  Of  course,  this  would  cost  him  very  much  more. 

These  Casankras  of  salt  are  still  being  used  in  the  town  of  Binkolo,  Sierra 
Leone  and  nearby.  The  above  is  a direct  statement  from  the  chief  of  Binkolo 
taken  through  an  interpreter.
